nul it has been understood he has been 


Dr. Lubin rCvcalcd • that our rate of 


!)populalion growth has been diminish- 


ing; thai our rate of production goods 
ha been diminishing and that wages 
and employment have diminished. 


Froui all this he drew the profound 


conclusion that employment has de- 
creased because business has shrunk. 
He added the further conclusion thai 
because of technical developments less 
labor was required lo produce more 
goods. 


There is scarcely a school boy who 


would nol have been able to duplicate 
these revlations. One might, mowever, 
suppose they were introduced as the 
beginning of a picture of the American 
economic scene which is to be painted 
in larger detail us the inquiry prog- 
reses. Perhaps so. 


What Kind of a Depression?. 


But there were other statements 


which leave much to be desired on the 
score of illumination and, to put it 
mildly, precision. 


Dr. Lubin informed the commillce 


that this was a durable goods depres- 
sion. Thai, incidentally, is not a new 
pronouncement In 1929 when econo- 
mists first began to point out the facts 
on which Ibis idea rests, it wa little 
understood by the business world and 
even less by most stalisticians. Bui it 
ha had ejjfht years of intensive adver- 
tisement 


The chief criticism of this statement, 


however, is the use of the term "dur- 
able goods." Occasionally writers re- 
fer to it as a 'heavy" goods depression.

LITTLE ROCK.-A Unilecl Slates 


District Court jury deliberated eight 
tnjnutes late Tuesday before finding 
Herbert (Dutch) Akers, former Hot 
Springs chief-of detectives, guilty of 
conspiracy to harbor Thomas Nathan 
Norris, convicted murderer and bank 
robber now serving sentences totaling 
436 years in the Texas penitentiary. No 
appeal wil| be taken. 


Federal Judge Trimble immediately 


sentenced him to two years in prison, 
the maximum penalty on the charge. 
The sentence will 
run consecutively 


with a two-year sentence imposed up- 
on him in the same courtroom several 
weeks ago for conspiracy to harbor 
former Public Enemy No. 1, Alvin 
Karpis, giving him a lolal four-year 
tarm. 


Unilctl Slates Attorney Fred A. Is- 


grig suggested that a fine of up to 
510,000 was possible on Ihc charge but 
Judge Trimble said he would nol as- 
sess it because it would work a hard- 
ship on Akers1 family. The '14-year-old 
Akers dropped his head and tears 
came into his eyes as a deputy United 
States marshal led him away. 


Mrs. Akers came forward from a seat 


in the rear of the courtroom she had 
occupied throughout tho trial, placed 
he arms around her husband and to- 
gether they walked slowly down the 
hallway to the marshal's office to await 
his transfer to the Pulaski county jail. 


Akers probably will bo taken to the 


federal pentoniary at Leavenworth, 
Kan., in the next few days. There he 
will join Joe Wakelin, former Hot 
Springs 
chief of police, and Cecil 


Brock, former Hot Springs police lieu- 
tenant, sentenced with him in the Kar- 
pis conspiracy case. 


Akers' Police Service 


took thej witness stand to tell an'ho'ur- 
long story of his 18-years service on 
the Hot Springs Police Force and to 
deny accusations of agents of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation that he 
knew the identity of Morris or any 
other of the Alfred (Sonny) Lamb 
gang or thai he had received money 
/or protecting a criminal in Hoi 
Springs. 


Mr. Isgrig subjected him to a vigor- 


ous 45-minute cross-examination. * 


Mr. Isgrig piqued the curiosity of the 


jury and the courtroom when he dis- 
closed an agreement with Akers nol to 
ask a certain question on cross-exam- 
ination. 


The disclosure occurred during a 


heated exchange in which Akers inli- 
mated a lack of consideration on the 
part of the prosecutor. Turning on Ihe 
witness, Mr. Isgrig demanded: 


"Didn't you send a United Stales 


marshal lo my office in advance of this 
trial and bog me not to ask you one 
certain question because if I asked it, it 
would mean your death, and haven't I 
refrained from asking that question?" 


j|Ycs, thai is true,' said Akers quietly. 
"And were you nol asking me nol 


to send you to Iwo certain prisons?" 
the district attorney asked. 


"Yes," Akers replied. 


"Persecution by F. B. I." 


Akers related that following two 


years of service in the submarine ser- 
vice of the United Stales navy he serv- 
ed as .an electrician in Hot Springs for 
10 or 12 years before joining Ihe Hoi 
Springs police force in 1921 as a patrol- 
man. He said that after two and a half 
years he was promoted to chief of do- 
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meaning the same thing. 


The ue of the term "heavy" and 
----- „ 
1 durable" goods is quite inadequate to 
describe the phenomenon. 


Dr. Lubin has included automobiles 


as durable goods. But are watches dur- 
able goods? A watch will outlast sev- 
eral automobiles. An evening coat may 
well last a man twice as long as a car. 


Besides, this is nol an "automobile" 


depression. While automobile produc- 
tion has suffered along with every kind 
of consumers' goods, it has done belter 
than many. 


This is a capital goods depression. 
It is a depression caused by the fall- 


ing off in the production of goods, 
whether heavy or not, durable or not, 
which are produced on long term 
credit, such as buildings, plants, ma- 
chinery, railroad equipment, utility 
equipment, houses, etc. 


The depression proceeds from the 


fact that when goods made to be sold 
on long term credits are not produced, 
then the production of new supplies of 
'money and income are not produced. 


Dr. Lubin's own statement reveiils 


this fact for he found the weak spots 


tectives and that he held that position 
until his retirement last year. 


The former chief of deteclives said 


that his salary at tho time of his re- 
tirement was $88 a month and that it 
never was more than 5100. He said this 
salary was supplemented by money he 
received as rewards for arresting cer- 
tain hunted criminals, for recovery of 
property and for performing other 
duties as an officer. 


He introduced photostatic copies of 


checks ranging up to $3,000 for mak- 
ing arrests and recovering stolen prop- 
erty. 


Akers bla'med his troubles on "perse- 


cution" by F. B. I. agents, especially

Fletcher, formerly egent in charge of 
the Little Rock field offite. He said he 
had a run-in with these two agents 
May 6, 1936, in connection with investi- 
gations into the Karpis case. 


"These agents told me to lay off the 


Karpis case and have nothing more to 
do with it,' Akers told the court. "Prior 
to that time I hud co-operated 100 per 
cent with the government agents.

PARIS, France—(/I5)—The Daladier 
[overnment won a clear cut victory 
over Socialist and Communist opposi- 
ion Tuesday in the first parliamen- 
tary committee test of its firm policy in 
dealing with strikes. 


The finance committee of the Cham- 


ber of Deputies voted approval, 26 to 
18, of the government's fight against 
the strikes, in which it lias employed 
military requisition, discharge and ar- 
rest against the strikers. 


The vote, in which the Radical So- 


cialists—fellow members of the Prem- 
ier's party — and 
the conservative 


groups stood solidly behind their 
premier, was interpreted to mean he 
would have a firm majority when Par- 
liament convenes Thursday.

The number of people in. hospitals 


for mental disease increased more than 
-10 per cent from 1926 to 193G. 
All sorts 


i of explanations are offered to a.ccpun"t 
for this increase. According to Harold 
fr ??'" °f lhe Uniteci Stfltes Public 
Health Service, the apparent increase 
in mental disease is usually crdited to 
the complxity and strain of modern 
life. This increased strain is. in turn 
associated with the tendency of more 
and more people to live in cities where 
the speed of life js far greater than in 


rural areas. 


A part of the increase is due to the 


fact that we now recognize as abnor- 
mal, 
conditions which were formerly 


given little attention. The develop- 
ment of child guidance clinics and the 
increase in study of mental proble'ms in 
recent years is an indication of out- 
changing point of view. 


The only way we have of determin- 


ing the extent of mental disease is by 
the number of people assigned to hos- 
pitals for the care of the mentally de- 
decuve and.the insane. This does not 
include the vast numbers who are on 
the borderline and who may show onlv 
occasional temporary aberrations. 


The fact.that more and more people 


are living in the cities with less op- 
portunity to take care of the sick «it 
home, means that more and m«re peo- 
ple will be sent to hospitals. There- 
fore, the number of people ad'mitted to 
nental hospitals is not necessarily an 


accurate measure of the number of 
cases.

If this mill operates successfully. 


they declared, newsprint manufacture 
may become a major enterprise in 
states where the pine tree grows in 
abundance. 


The forest service itself made news 


print from slash pine more than 10 
years ago at an experimental labora- 
tory at Madison, Wis.. too, it has been 
turned out with apparent success at 
the Savannah, Ga., laboratories of the 
late Dr. Charles Herty. 


Tor vears. some government forest- 


ers have been predicting develop- 
ment of the industry down South. 
They said experimentation had pro- 
ceeded to the point where a trial at 
commercial production was needed. 
.."I'm delighted," said one forest ser- 
vice official, "that they are going ahead 
•with the Lufkin plant. If it is suc- 
cessful, there are sure to be other 
plants." 


• The factory is to be built by the 
Southland. Paper Mills. Inc., a newly 
organization. Officers said they had 
obtained a S3.425.000 loan from the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation and 


\ that Southern Newspaper Publishers 


had subscribed to $429,000 in stock. 
~, Interest in pine paper for news- 
print was awakened last year when 
foreign and domestic manufacturers 
announced an increase in prices. The 
level this year has been $48 to $50 a 
ton. 
Insisting newsprint could be man- 


ufactured far more creaply from south- 
ern pine, publishers joined Dr. Herty 


a demanding that the process be given 
a chance. 
The United States is the worlds 


srreatest newsprint market. Newspn- 
jers in this country use nearly 4.000- 
XX) tons annually. About 75 per cent 
of which is imported. From Canada 
alone, imports last year amounted to 
2.894,707 tons valued at $109.505,237. 


One Forester predicted any southern 


newcomers in the industry would try 
!c locate their plants along the const 
in order to get the benefit of water 
transportation. He said this had been 
the trend of the 40 or so pine pulp 
operators who have built southern 
plants in recent years. 


Prices of pine timber have advanced 


considerably since the pulp industry 
sprang up in the South, but the level 
still is far lower than that of spruce 
or balsam fir, the timber, now in prin- 
cipal use for newsprint. 


Government men explained prices

Its Foreign Debt 


U. S. Investors Are Hit by 


Nazi Financial 


Tricks

WASHINGTON. -Pre s h I y called 


home from Germany, Ambassador 
Hugh Wilson at once put his finger 
on a choice little piece of international 
sleight-of-hand 
by which Goi'mSmy 


is wi|)ing oul much of her foreign debt 
—at the expense of Yankee investors. 


German 
financiers have invented 


more new finnancial tricks Ihan Ihe 
world ever has known in order lo put 
herself in fighting trim, but her meth- 
ods of ducking international debts are 
not new in any sense. From time to 
time sue htactice have been tried by 
private American concerns, bringing 
on no end of public condemnation. 


Germany began failing in her bond 


payments back in the twenties and this 
government sent Charles Dawes, Owen 
D. Young and other financial wizards 
over ther to help pull the county out 
of the hole. Each ti'nVe new foreign 
money, including some from America, 
| was lent to Germany in 'an effort to 
| revive the country. By 1930 the Amer- 


ican loans to Germany had reached a 


, peak of §1,200,000,000. Then the present 
series of ddfaults began. 


In that year $100 bonds slipped to a 


low of'$7G, and by 1931 ranged from a 
lop of $!)7 to a low of S27. Present val- 
ues on various issues range from $20 
to $30. Then began the German ma- 
neuvers which financial men have call- 
ed names ranging all the way from 
plain chiseling lo rank international 
dishonesty. 


Bonds Drop—Germans Buy 


Shrewd 
Gei'nVan investors starleri 


buying up the German $100 bonds in 
this country at $20 and $30. They were 
able to get them at Ihese low prices 
only because Germany had jolled down 
Ihe value of failing lo pay interest o 
principal on them. 


Of the original top value of $1,200,- 


000.000 of German bonds sold in this 
country, it is estimated 
in reliable 


quarters here that $500,000,000 have 
been bought back by German inves- 
tors at a total cost of them of per- 
haps 
$100,000,000. That 
means thai 


American investors have taken a loss 
of $-100,000,000 on the operation. 


Of Ihe German bonds sold in this 


country $725,000,000 still are outstand- 
ing, 
and of these it is eslimaled that 


fully half have been bought by Ger- 
mans at 20 cents on the dollar. 


Financiers explain that, technically 


speaking, sharp German 
speculators 


might be blaVr.'ed for the business in- 
stead of the German government, ex- 
cept for one thing. That is, that in 
recent years no German investor could 
buy these bonds on the American 
market excepl with permission of the 
government. Before 
he 
could 
use 


j American dollar exchange to buy the 
' bonds, he had to get official permis- 
sion. 


U. S. Again the Goal 


Besides calling attention to such 


maneuvers, Ambassador Wilson also 
protesled in a series of notes against 
the German practice of assuming re- 
sponsibility for Austria's debts to oth- 
er nations but refusing to accept re- 
sponsibility for Austria's debts to the 
United States. 


The German answer was that she had 


a balance of trade with other nations 
which left her with spare exchange to 
pay on bonds. With Ihe U. S.. how- 
ever, the balance of Irade is the other 
way. so there are no spare dollars to 
pay off Gei'nVan dollar bonds. 
Am- 


bassador Wilson didn't 
think 
that 


sounded so good, not while Germany 
was able to get money to buy bonds at 
cut rates but could not find money to 
pay for them at an honest dollar for 
dollar. 


Incidentally, a couple of South Amer- 


ican countries have playd the same 
trick in the United Slats. Chile is go- 
ing about it systematically, with a reg- 
ular government fund. Certain Bra- 
zilian states did it also, buying up 
bonds which had slumped when in- 
terest payments slopped. Lalely, Bra- 
zil has backed away from it.

LITTLE ROCK—The city council, 


floundering desperately in an attempt 
to find needed additional revenue to 
maintain Its present municipal ser- 
vfces, instructed its legislative com- 
mittee Tuesday to work with the Ar- 
kansas Municipal League in an effort 
J\ to, obtain for cities a portion of cer- 
jjf tatn state taxes. 


* '•- W. H, Hopson, executive field direc- 
tor, of, the league, composed o£ 135 
, Arkansas cities and towns, told the 
aldermen, that Little Rock's situa- 
tion is little different from that of 
many other municipalities hi the state. 


"The big reason is that the munici- 


palities are trying to give an up-to-date 
service on an outmoded system of 
revenue collection," he said. "It has 
reached a point where 
apparently 


there are only two alternatives. One, 
to go deeper in the taxpayer's pocket 
Or to go into revenue collected else- 
where. 


"We have about reached the bottom 


to the first alternative. Taxpayers will 
pay just so much to maintain city, 
county and state governments. Their 
limit has about been reached. 


"The truth fe that cities have fallen 


behind in gettnig their share of the 
state taxes collected within the cities. 
to which the cities are justly en- 
titled." 


Mr. Hopson illustrated by saying 


that if cities had gotten their share of 
the additional quarter-cent turnback 
on gasoline taxes, it would have 
meant: approximately 560,000 to Little 
Rock. Contending that cities are en- 
titled to a share of such taxes he said 
that 30 per cent of the taxes collected 
«n .gasoline is from traffic on city 
streets, not including streets that are 
' trans-city highway routes. 


"At the special session of the legis- 


lature in March, the Arkansas Mu- 
nicipal League made an effort to ob- 
tain a. share of the additional turnback 
for' the cities. The effort failed and 
Mr* Hopson expressed belief that the 
oowerful political machine sponsored 
by the Arkansas Association of Coun- 
ty Judges largely was responsible.
